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U.S. Planes Sink Cambodian Ships 


WASHINGTON (AP) — U.S. war 
planes sank three Cambodian navy 
patrol craft and crippled four others to 
prevent attempts to take captive U.S. 
merchant ship crewmen to the 
Cambodian mainland, the Pentagon 
announced today. 
A Pentagon spokesman also said 
U.S. aircraft had been receiving small 
arms fire from the Cambodian boats 
for several hours before the American 
planes struck. 
The captured ship, the Mayaguez, is 
anchored off the island of Koh Tang, 
some 30 miles from the Cambodian 
mainland. 
Pentagon spokesman Joseph Laitin 
read the following statement to 
newsmen: 
“Beginning at 8:30 p.m. (EDT) 
yesterday evening, there were in­ 
dications that the Cambodians ap­ 
peared to be attempting to move 
captured U.S. crewmen from the ship 
and from the island of Koh Tang to the 
mainland. After giving warning, U.S. 
aircraft began efforts to block this 
movement. 
“Three Cambodian patrol craft were 
destroyed, about four others were 
damaged and immobilized. One boat 
succeeded in reaching Kompong Som. 
“U.S. aircraft had been receiving 
small arms fire from such boats for 
several hours prior to this action.”

At the same time, Laitin announced 
that the destroyer escort Holt had 
arrived in the area off Koh Tang 
island, the first U.S. warship to reach 
the scene. 
Reports reaching the Pentagon said 
an AC130 gunship and A7 attack air­ 
craft keeping watch over the merchant 
ship held captive by the Cambodians 
struck the Cambodian ships with 20- 
millimeter gunfire and possibly other 
weapons. 
Meanwhile, it was learned that U.S. 
Air Force warplanes flying out of 
Thailand have been ordered to prevent 
any effort by the Cambodians to move 
the Mayaguez from its present 
position. 
The fate of the Mayaguez’ 39-man 
crew was not known. There were 
reports Tuesday that Caucasians were 
seen being taken to the island from the 
Mayaguez in fishing-type boats.

orders from President Ford. 
Pentagon sources said about 1,000 
Marines had been flown from U.S. 
bases in the Philippines and on 
Okinawa to the U.S. base at Utapao in 
southern Thailand. The move was 
made in the face of Thai government 
objections. 
There was no indication as to what 
happened to the crew of the Cam­ 
bodian boats, one of which was iden­ 
tified as a gunboat. 
There were about seven Cambodian 
craft in the area of the Mayaguez at 
the time the three vessels were 
destroyed, sources said. 
There was no evidence that any U.S. 
aircraft were hit by gunfire during the 
incident, the sources said. 
Premier Kukrit Pramoj today gave 
the United States until Thursday 
morning to remove 800 U.S. Marines 
he said were landed in Thailand today 
without his permission. The Marines 
were sent to back up President Ford’s 
demand for release of an American 


freighter held by Cambodia’s new 
Communist government. 
Kukrit told newsmen he would take 
“drastic action” if the United States 
did not withdraw the Marines from the 
territory of its only remaining ally on 
the Southeast Asian mainland. 
Kukrit said Thailand does not intend 
to be drafted into U.S. preparations to 
take the ship back by force. 
The premier delivered his ul­ 
timatum to U.S. Charge d’Affaires 
Edward E. Masters. 
Neither the Thai government nor the 
U.S. Embassy in Bangkok was in­ 
formed in advance of the Marines’ 
arrival before dawn today. On 
Tuesday, Kukrit had announced his 
opposition to their coming. 
Fifty 
students carrying anti- 
American posters flocked to the 
Bangkok airport to await the arrival of 
the new American ambassador, 
Charles S. Whitehouse, who was due 
today from the United States. 
The National Student Center, which 


led the uprising that ended the military 
dictatorship 19 months ago, accused 
the United States of using the Cam­ 
bodian seizure of the freighter May­ 
aguez as an excuse to intervene again 
in Indochina. 
Thai 
communications 
sources 
reported that the Cambodians seized 
another foreign freighter, the Eastern 
Grand, registered in Panama, today 
but released it after nearly two hours. 
The sources said the ship was in­ 
tercepted near the island of Panjang, 
about 85 miles off the Cambodian and 
South Vietnamese coasts. 
The Eastern Grand, like the 
Mayaguez, was en route from Hong 
Kong to Bangkok, the sources said. No 
other information was available. 
It was the fourth foreign freighter 
reported to have been menaced by 
Cambodian 
gunboats since 
the 
Communist takeover in Phnom Penh. 
One of the others, another Pan­ 
amanian, was reported seized on May 
7 but was released after 36 hours. 


U.S. planes kept watch on the 10,485- 
ton freighter Mayaguez in the Gulf of 
Thailand. It was reported lying to near 
Cambodia’s Koh Tang island, 30 miles 
off the Cambodian coast. The ship, 
manned by a crew of 39, was captured 
Monday en route from Hong Kong to 
Thailand with a cargo of military and 
civilian freight. 
Pentagon sources said the aircraft

destroyers and at least two other 
destroyers were en route to the Gulf of 
Thailand. 
The Thai Foreign Ministry an­ 
nounced that 800 Marines arrived 
before dawn at the U.S. Air Force’s big 
Utapao base on the Thai coast 120 
miles west of the Cambodian border. 
Thai Premier Kukrit Pramoj, who 
said on Tuesday that he would not 
permit Thailand to be the springboard 
for a military attempt to get the May­ 
aguez back, told newsmen a few

Ford Steps Up M ilita ry Threat 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) - Here are 
highlights of the $10.68 billion two-year 
state budget approved 58-39 Tuesday 
by the House and sent to the Senate. 
-TAXES 
AND 
REVENUE: 
Majority Democrats contend the 
budget is balanced with “reasonable 
revenue estimates” and no new or in­ 
creased taxes. Democratic leaders 
increased Gov. James A. Rhodes’ 
General Revenue Fund income 
projections nearly $140 million and 
also upped estimates of federal sub­ 
sidies. 
They gave the budget office 
authority to alter the monthly schedule 
of higher education subsidies and state 
retirement benefits, if necessary to in­ 
crease the cash flow during “lean” 
months. 
—EDUCATION: $502 million in new 
money is provided for primary and 
secondary education to finance a new 
“equal yield” state schbol aid program 
and special programs. 
-HIGHER 
EDUCATION: 
An 
overall appropriation of $1,054 billion 
is proposed, amounting to an increase 
of $263 million, or 33 per cent above 
current spending. 
The University of Cincinnati would 
get a $20.5 million special ap­ 
propriation, contingent on it becoming 
a full-fledged state university by July 
I, 1976. Ohio University would get a 
$3.6 million special subsidy to prevent 
it from defaulting on bonds. 
The Democratic plan would continue 
a four-year-old freeze on tuition. 
Rhodes’ budget would have given 
university trustees authority to lift the 
freeze 
—WELFARE: 
An 
$11.25 
mil­ 
lion increase in Aid to Dependent 
Children benefits is provided for what 
Rep. James W. Rankin, D-25 Cin­ 
cinnati, called a “giant step forward.” 
The 21 per cent increase over current 
levels would raise average maximum 
monthly payments for a family of four 
from $209 to $253. Rhodes’ budget 
would have maintained the current 
payment schedule. 
—MENTAL HEALTH: The bill calls 
for a $19.1 million increase over the 
present budget, which is $57.1 million 
under what Rhodes wanted. Demo­ 
crats say the package would be 
enhanced by federal subsidies passed 
directly to institutions. 
—TRANSPORTATION 
AND 
CAPITAL 
IMPROVEMENTS: 
Requests totaling $1.3 billion were 
removed from the budget for separate 
consideration. The deletion accounts 
for the bulk of difference between the 
$12.2 billion Rhodes budget and the 
$10.68 billion approved. 
- L E G IS L A T IV E 
INTENT: 
Unprecedented language in the bill 
spells out in detail budgetary goals for 
state agencies. Republicans claim the 
language is a partisan intrusion into 
territory normally reserved for the 
executive branch. 
—STATE PAY: A pay bill section 
calls for increases for state civil 
service employes ranging from 20 
cents to $1 hourly, or a IO per cent 
maximum if that is higher. The raises 
would not go into effect until Oct. I.

' WASHINGTON (AP) - The Ford 
administration had little expectation 
today of a diplomatic end to the 
Cambodian ship crisis, hoping instead 
for a Communist cave-in to the implied 
threat of U.S. military action. 
President Ford stepped up the 
pressure on the Phnom Penh regime 
by calling a National Security Council 
meeting late Tuesday night, the second 
NSC session in 12 hours. The council 
broke up early today after an hour and 
three-quarters. 
U.S. Marines were flown into 
Thailand and Adm. 
James L. 
Holloway, chief of naval operations, 
said “The Navy is ready. We are 
prepared” to retake the American 
merchant ship, the Mayaguez, seized 
by Cambodia on Monday. 
Administration 
sources 
said 
diplomatic efforts primarily through 
China were being used to emphasize 
Ford’s determination to get the vessel 
back rather than negotiate a set­ 
tlement. 
“We’re not sure Peking would want 
to help and even if it did we’re not sure 
the Khmer Rouge would listen,” one 
State Department official said. So, he 
explained, the diplomatic chanels are 
being used simply to tell Phnom Penh 
that “we want the ship back, un­ 
conditionally.” 
This feeling was reinforced to 
newsmen traveling Tuesday in 
Missouri with Secretary of State Henry 
A. Kissinger. They learned that Ford 
has refused to consider any deal with 
Cambodia. 
Kissinger, it was learned, would be 


astonished if the President followed 
the method used by the United States 
to obtain release of the spy ship Pueblo 
from North Korea in 1969. That in­ 
volved a confession, later recanted, 
that the Navy ship had been spying. 
There have been no allegations that 
the Mayaguez was spying. 
State Department sources said Ford 
and Kissinger are maneuvering in 
hopes that Cambodia will simply let 
the ship go. 
“If they see we’re not fooling around 
and that there is little anyone can do to 
stop us, maybe they’ll stop fooling, 
around,” one official said. 
On the other hand, the sources said, 


the administration isn’t afraid to use 
force, particularly since the adminis­ 
tration views the Cambodian action as 
a flagrant violation of international 
law. 
But they denied Ford and Kissinger 
have welcomed the incident as an 
excuse to show American strength 
following the U.S. inability to stop the 
Communist-led take-overs of Cam­ 
bodia and South Vietnam. 


“We don’t have to prove our guts,” 
one source said, asking that he not be 
identified. “If we hit them its because 
they were too stupid to realize what 
they had done.” 


The administration continued to say 
no action would be taken without full, 
prior consultation with Congress, 
although Kissinger and others said 
Ford has “certain inherent powers” to 
recover the ship. 
Several State Department officials 
spent most of Tuesday meeting with 
Senators and congressmen on the 
situation. Sources said the legislators 
were told that a decision was not 
imminent, but that Ford felt any sign 
of U.S. hesitancy would signal 
American weakness. 
The President’s tough approach 
continued to get general support from 


Congress, although there are some ex­ 
ceptions. He got an important en­ 
dorsement from Sen. Frank Church, 
D-Idaho. 
Church, a leading Senate dove on 
Indochina and co-author of the 
legislation limiting U.S. military force 
in Southeast Asia, said Tuesday that 
“acts of piracy cannot be coun­ 
tenanced.” 


He added that “the American ship 
must be returned, together with its 
crew and cargo.” Church added that 
“the President is properly taking into 
account the safety of the captured 
crew.”

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COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP) — Majority 
Democrats have won House approval 
for an admittedly “optimistic” $10.68 
billion budget, rejecting Republican 
warnings that the massive spending 
Stans Fined

WASHINGTON (AP) - Former 
Commerce Secretary Maurice H. 
Stans was fined $5,000 today for five 
admitted violations of federal election 
laws while Richard M. Nixon’s 1972 
presidential campaign manager. 
U.S. District Judge John Lewis 
Smith said that he found “the end of 
justice would best be served by a 
monetary penalty” and therefore was 
imposing no jail sentence. Stans could 
have been sentenced to one year in jail 
on each of the five counts. 
“I am very deeply sorry that I 
caused these matters to come to the 
attention of the court,” said Stans. “I 
want to assure your honor I did not in­ 
tentionally violate any law.” 
Stans concluded by asking for 
“understanding and leniency.” 
Stans, a career accountant, was the 
third former member of Nixon’s 
Cabinet to be sentenced in the post- 
Watergate era. 
He had been charged with five 
counts, all misdemeanors. In two of 
the counts he was charged with 
violating the provisions of the law 
requiring reporting of political con­ 
tributions; the other counts were for 
accepting illegal corporate con­ 
tributions.

The budget was approved on the 
House floor 58-39 late Tuesday night 
and sent to the Senate, which must 
approve it by June 30 for the state to 
continue to pay its bills. 
“We have met our commitment to 
the taxpayers of this state,” declared 
Speaker Pro Tem Barney Quilter, D-47 
Toledo, shortly before the 11:30 p.m. 
vote. “We accept whatever political 
liabilities this budget carries.” 
The Senate planned a floor vote 
today on a new “equalization” state 
school aid formula that would be 
funded largely through the $502 million 
in new money provided by the 
proposed budget. 
The revamped Democratic ap­ 
propriation 
bill 
also 
includes 
significant increases for higher 
education and welfare while cutting 
back on Gov. James A. Rhodes’ fun­ 
ding requests for most other state 
agencies. It calls for no new or in­ 
creased taxes. 
The document also contains con­ 
troversial statements of “legislative 
intent” outlining budget goals for state 
departments, an area generally re­ 
served for the executive branch. 
Democrats agreed to one major 
Republican amendment, removing 
language from the bill that would have 


prohibited use of state or local funds to 
subsidize intercollegiate athletics in 
Ohio. 


Republican discontent focused on 
devices used by majority leaders to 
balance the package, particularly a 
nearly $140 million increase in Rhodes 
projection of income from general 
fund sources. 
“Your costs are soaring enormously 
in this budget and in a time of 
recession and economic difficulty in 
the country,” said minority finance 
leader Frederick N. Young, R-38

Six persons were sentenced and one 
was granted a motion for shock 
probation early this morning in 
Pickaway County Common Pleas 
Court. 
Daniel Lee Sprouse was granted a 
motion he filed for early release and 
suspension of further execution of a 
sentence he received on Feb. 14. 
On that date, he was convicted of 
violation of probation and an earlier 
imposed sentence of two concurrent 
terms of 1-5 years each were reim­ 
posed.

A foreign 
ministry spokesman predicted that his 
government would protest strongly to 
Washington and that there would be 
anti-American demonstrations. 
There was speculation that the 
Bangkok government would also 
demand that the United States speed 
up the withdrawal of the 25,000 
American troops still stationed in 
Thailand. The United States has 
agreed to take out 5,500 before the end 
of June and the rest within a year. 
The Pentagon announced that a U.S. 
military helicopter with 23 persons 
aboard crashed Tuesday in northeast 
Thailand, 35 miles west of the U.S. Air 
Force Base at Nakon Phanom. The 
fate of the four crewmen and 19 
passengers was not immediately 
known, but it was apparent from the 
location of the crash that it had no con­ 
nection with the Mayaguez crisis. 
In Paris, Chinese Deputy Premier 
Teng Hsiao Ping was asked how 
Peking would react to any American 
military intervention to recover the 
ship. Teng, on an official visit to 
France, burst into laughter and 
replied: “If they intervene, there is 
nothing we can do.”

Department of Transportation can 
spend the $44 million for resurfacing In 
what division deputies have listed as 
“absolute must” projects. 
Instead of $44 million, he said, the 
department will have about $2 million 
to spend for resurfacing two-lane 
roads and $3.5 million for four-lane 
highways, unless some federal money 
is forthcoming. 
Thomas M. Major, deputy director 
of operations for DOT, said it will be 
the third year in a row that highway 
maintenance has been cut. Even 1973, 
when $19 million was spent, was a low 
year, Major said. Previously, DOT 
spent between $20 and $25 million 
annually for resurfacing. 
The department tries to rotate 
maintenance projects. 
“Most of our highways should be 
resurfaced every seven to IO years,” 
he said. 
Major said 1976 could be crucial if 
the maintenance program is not 
beefed up. 
“Saying that next year the highway 
may turn into gravel is a kind of 
exaggerated example, but the problem 
is serious,” he said. 
Harry Myers, chief engineer for 


programing said the state is hopeful it 
will get $10 million in federal matching 
funds for this year’s resurfacing 
program. 
“That would bring us up to $20 
million for resurfacing this year, but it 
would have to be spent on four-lane 
highways,” he said. 
“We think we will get it,” Myers 
said. 
He said the federal government was 
rather particular where the money 
goes and that’s why it was requested 
for four-lane roads, with federal of­ 
ficials call adequate highways.

Progress In Electronics 


Electronic 
miniaturization 
already has made tremendous 
strides in compacting huge 
power sources into sm all 
areas. One need only compare 
some of the earlier computers 
with today's models to note the 
effect 
of 
increasing 
i m p r o v e m e n t s 
i n 
miniaturization even in this 
already 
sophisticated 
area. 
This degree of sophistication 
is but the beginning. A well­ 
developed field of electronic 
exploration — cryogenics and 
superconducting 
devices— 
prom ises a revolution 
in 
electrical transmission with 
wide applications. 
Superconducting devices 
are 
those which 
eliminate 
virtually all resistance to 
electric current. They operate 
by exposing the conductor to 
extremely cold temperatures, 
in the realm of 450 degrees 
Fahrenheit below zero. 
At 
that 
tem perature, 
electrical resistance is almost 
non-existent. 
The 
better 


conductors such as copper or 
aluminum show a drop of 
10,000 to 100,000 in resistance 
between 
room 
temperature 
and 
absolute 
zero. 
But 
superconductors such as tin 
and lead show’ an even sharper 
drop in resistance at very low 
temperatures. 
There are two significant 
a d v a n t a g e s 
t o 
superconducting devices. One 
is the greater efficiency in 
electric current transmission 
by elimination of resistance. A 
magnet capable of producing a 
m agnetic field of 
100,000 
gauss, which is 200,000 times 
the magnetic field of earth, 
absorbs 3,000 kilowatts of 
electric energy if operated at 
room 
temperatures. 
But 
a 
cryom agnet would require 
oniy 
120 kilowatts, 
and 
a 
su p ercon d u ctin g 
m agnet 
would need none. 
Greatly 
reduced 
space 
requirements are the second 
advantage. 
An 
ordinary 
copper wire carrying a 200- 


ampere current is V inch in 
diameter. A superconducting 
wire need only be l-100th of an 
inch. 
Translating 
this 
into 
practical usage means a city’s 
electric 
power substation 
would be reduced to the size of 
a small office. 
One of the first applications 
of such super-magnets was in 
the w eight-conscious space 
program, and much of the 
research has been supported 
by the National Aeronautics 
and Space Administration. But 
the 
possibilities 
for 
commercial, residential and

superconductors are endless. 
This is a product of space 
activities which promises to

Let JFK Sleep In Peace 


The forensic nitpickers will not allow 
John F. Kennedy to rest. They disinter 
his body for profit, magnifying what 
they call the “one bullet theory” and 
why the President’s head flew back­ 
ward as his brain exploded, if, as they 
argue, he was hit from the front. 
It’s a shabby business and I regret 
that I 
permitted 
myself 
to 
be 
dragooned into rebutting the specious 
arguments of the lightweights. I 
surmise that half of America cannot 
believe that the death of our handsome 
President was carried off by one young 
man and a cheap rifle. 
Recently, Lyndon Johnson was 
resurrected as a doubter. I had plenty 
of 
opportunity 
to 
discuss 
the 
assassination with the President 
because it was he who opened all the 
government doors for me to write a 
book called, “The Day Kennedy Was 
Shot.” 
Johnson said that he “surmised” if 
Lee Harvey Oswald had any outside 
help it had to come from Cuba. He had 
no knowledge, no evidence to buttress 
his suspicion, but he knew that Oswald 
tried twice to get a visa to Mexico and 
thence to Cuba. Both countries turned 
him down. 
Oswald was disenchanted with 
Communism. In Moscow, he expected, 
as an ex-U.S. Marine, to be acclaimed 
a people’s hero. The Russians put him 
in a mental institution. The best they 
offered him was a factory job in Minsk, 
where he met and married Marina. 
Gordon Shanklin, head of the Dallas 
bureau of the F.B.I., is probably the 
best-informed man on Lee Harvey 
Oswald in the country. Mr. Shanklin 
had an F.B.I. man in the local Dallas 
Communist cell. The Reds in Dallas 
did not want Oswald to join, and 
Oswald scorned them. “I am not a 
Communist,” he told friends. “I’m a 
Marxist. There’s a diference.” 
There is. Marxism is a tightly 
disciplined practice in which the party 
and the state are all — the individual is 
nothing. Communism, as practiced in 
Russia, Yugoslavia and Cuba, is 
radical socialism, nothing more. 
On TV, Geraldo Rivera referred to 
me as a supporter of the Warren 
Commission Report. Untrue. They 
spent a year questioning witnesses. I 
spent 4^ years pinpointing everything

that happened every minute of that 
day in Dallas. I support my findings. 
Caltha De Loach, assistant director 
of the F.B.I., and James Rowley, then 
chief of the Secret Service, permitted 
me to see their files and to question 
any agent at any time. They had 
nothing to hide, except their shame at 
losing a President. 
What a beautiful runaway bestseller 
I would have had if I could have shown 
that someone other than Lee Harvey 
Oswald was involved. When I offered 
to debate District Attorney Jim 
Garrison of New Orleans about his 
silly theories, he refused to respond. 
Nor could I find evidence that 
Oswald hated Kennedy. To an un­ 
balanced young man who had failed at 
everything, the Presidential parade 
passing his factory meant no more 
than an opportunity for imperishable 
fame. 
He built his fortress of cartons on the 
sixth floor. At lunch, when the 
schoolbook clerks were out front 
waiting for the parade, he was leaning 
on a 6th floor windowsill. The first 
shot, through a V-shaped elm tree, hit 
the street near the car. It broke into 
flashing fragments. 
Mrs. Donald Baker heard the shot, 
saw the spray and ducked. On the far 
side of the car, James Tague stood 
beside his automobile a block away 
and felt as though his cheek had been 
stung. He was bleeding in a half dozen 
parts of his face. 
Bill Greer was the President’s 
driver. He told me he was doing ll 
m.p.h. when he heard the crack. In 
such circumstances, he had been 
trained to step on the accelerator. His 
foot slipped and he hit the brake. The 
car slewed and slowed. 
There was no tree between Oswald 
and the car now. He slipped the bolt, 
took careful aim, and caught the 
President in the right shoulder strap 
muscles. The flesh only slowed the 
bullet, traveling at 1,904 feet per 
second. Governor Connally, turning to 
see if Kennedy was hurt, caught the 
tumbling steel in the back. It splin­ 
tered ribs, went through the wrist on 
his thigh, and into the leg. 
The third shot was corrective. It 
caught Kennedy behind the right ear, 
exploded 
inches of his skull into the 


air and died behind the left eye. There 
is no way the shot could have come 
from anywhere but behind and above 
the President. There was no shot from 
front or side. 
I would suggest that Mrs. Onassis 
and Senator Kennedy could appoint a 
committee of forensic, nonpolitical 
experts to go over all the X-rays, all 
the 35 millimeter photos and movies, 
and give the American people a report 
which would permit John F. Kennedy 
to sleep in peace. . .

Speaking Of Your Health 


by Letter L. Coleman, M D. 


For the past few months I notice that 
food sometimes gets stuck in my neck. 
If I wait awhile, it disappears. Can you 
explain this? 
Mr. E. D., Wise. 
Dear Mr. D.: 
The fact that your difficulty is not 
constant suggests that there is some 
temporary interference with the free 
passage of food from the mouth, 
through the esophagus and into the 
stomach. 
The additional fact that you have 
been disturbed by this for three 
months certainly would indicate the 
need to study the problem. 
There are any number of conditions 
that might produce the symptom you 
describe. One particular condition is 
known as a “diverticula” of the 
esophagus. This is a small pouch ex­ 
tending from the wall of the 
esophagus. The result is that food can 
become trapped in it and remain until 
it is emptied. 


This, of course, is speculative on my 
part, 
since so many other ab­ 
normalities can exist. No part of the 
body lends itself to more rapid and 
definitive diagnosis than does the 
esophagus and the entrance to the 
stomach. 
X-rays, with barium, are usually 
done first. If any question must be 
answered, a tube (esophagoscope) can 


be inserted into the esophagus to study 
every part of it. Cultures, tissue 
studies and photographs can be made 
through this instrument. 
Do not delay seeing your doctor — 
not out of fear, but rather because of 
the sensible need to find the origin of 
your problem. 


I am almost totally recovered from 
facial paralysis. My right eye doesn’t 
close and I constantly get cinders in it. 
Is there anything that can be done until 
I fully recover? 
Mr. H.Z.,Okla. 
Dear Mr. Z.: 
One of the characteristics of facial 
paralysis (Bell’s palsy) is that there is 
a diminished sensitivity of the cornea 
of the eye. Normally, as soon as a 
foreign body gets into the eye, an 
excess flow of tears usually washes it 
out. 
In your case, the protective reflex is 
not completely restored. 
Eyeglasses alone are not completely 
protective. Wind-carrying dust par­ 
ticles can enter the eye through the 
side. For this reason, special shields 
are easily attached to the sides of the 
glasses, thus preventing injury by 
particles. 
These shields can be found in any 
optometrist’s shop. A solution called 
“Artificial Tears” can be used to 
irrigate the eyes.

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NEW YORK (AP) — Food prices, 
the pervasiveness of the recession and 
the matter of hospital beds. Here are 
some commentaries on these subjects 
that might change your views or upset 
some of your favorite biases. 
—James T. Schmuck, president, 
U.S. Grocery Products, a division of 
Del Monte Corp., in a talk before a 
meeting of the Conference Board, Los 
Angeles, a few days ago: 
“Even with anticipated levels of 
consumption, better weather, and 
improved economic conditions, I can’t 
foresee a general decline in food 
prices. There’s no way we can have 
cheaper food when most production 
costs are on the rise. 
“Labor costs, which account for 
about 49 per cent of the cost of 
producing and marketing food, will be 
up this year on the order of last year’s 
rise — approaching IO per cent. 
“The food industry also will be 
paying more for en erg y , tr a n s ­ 
portation, packaging, and other 
materials. Complying with govern­ 
ment regulations on environment and 
occupational health and safety will 
further drive up food production costs 
without increasing productivity. 
“All these added costs will have to be 
passed on to the consumer. 
“Retail food prices — along with 
consumer prices as a whole — will 
continue to rise through next year. But 
with the easing of inflation, the rise 
won’t be so sharp as during the past 
couple of years ...” 
—The Bank of America, in its 
current edition of “Focus on the U.S. 
Economy — 1975” : 
“Bank of America’s most recent 
market survey confirms that this 
recession has adversely affected more 
people than any previous one since the 
depression of the 1930s. 
“Yet, as in all post-World War Two 
recessions, the great majority have 
been left largely unscathed in over-all 
economic terms. 
“About 30 per cent of all households 
have been forced to curtail their ex­ 
penditures significantly during this 
recession, compared with 15 to 25 per 
cent in previous recessions. 
“The remaining households ap­ 
parently haven’t broken stride 
economically 
throughout 
the 
recession.” 
—John 
Alexander 
McMahon, 
president of the American Hospital 
Association, in a statement disputing 
the contention that the country has too 
many hospital beds: 
“There are 120,000 fewer beds in the 


nation’s 7,127 hospitals today than 
existed in 1960, and the number has 
declined uninterrupted since 1965. 
“The total number of beds in 1973 
was 1.54 million, which was below the 
1.66 million beds in 1960 and far below 
the peak of 1.7 million in 1965. In addi­ 
tion, the beds available today must 
serve 210 million persons as compared 
to 181 million in 1960. 
“The United States has far fewer 
hospital beds to serve its population 
than many other industrialized 
nations.”

Ruppert Murder 
Trial Set July 16 


HAMILTON, Ohio (A P)— James 
Ruppert, 41, is scheduled to go on trial 
July 16 for the murders of ll members 
of his family Easter Sunday. 
Butler County Common Pleas Judge 
Fred B. Cramer set the date Tuesday 
after declaring the unemployed 
draftsman competent to participate in 
his own defense. 
Four 
experts 
called 
by 
the 
prosecution testified at the two day 
sanity hearing that Ruppert could 
stand trial. The defense offered no 
witnesses but said a decision would be 
made shortly on whether to seek a 
change of venue or ask for a three- 
judge panel instead of a jury. 
Judge Cramer said the presence of 
mental illness does not indicate a 
person is incompetent to stand trial. 
Cramer also commented that his de­ 
cision in the sanity hearing had 
nothing to do with Ruppert’s mental 
condition on the day he was arrested at 
his mother’s home. 
The hearing was set after Ruppert 
pleaded not guilty and not guilty by 
reason of insanity. He is charged with 
ll counts of aggravated murder which 
could mean the death penalty should 
he be convicted as charged. 


The victims included his mother, 
brother and sister-in-law and eight 
nieces and nephews. 


Cincinnati psychiatrist Robert 
McDevitt testified that Ruppert was 
able to stand trial, but that he was 
suffering from an emotional disorder 
known as paranoid psychosis. 


McDevitt said Puppert had felt for 
about IO years that there was a plot 
against him locally and around the 
state. 
Dr. Howard Sokolof, consultant with 
the 
Butler 
County 
Forensic 
Psychiatric Center, testified that 
Ruppert could recall all the events of 
his past life up to the time the charges 
were filed against him. 
A Dayton, Ohio psychologist, Dr. 
Victory Thaler, said tests indicated 
Ruppert had feelings of low self­ 
esteem, persecution and self doubt. 
He 
described 
Ruppert 
as 
a 
“ paranoid personality” and said in his 
opinion Ruppert was suffering from a 
mental illness-.“ something of a 
relatively long duration.” 
Dr. Daniel Thomas, also of Dayton, 
said Ruppert was suffering from no 
mental illness at all.

CLEVELAND, Ohio (A P)— Aviation 
experts 
meeting

National 
Aeronautics and Space Administration 
(NASA) Lewis Research Center here 
were told Tuesday that a center 
project to reduce the noise level of jet 
engines might cost too much for 
government adoption. 
The Lewis modification project 
brought noise levels under federal 
noise regulations, said Lewis engineer 
Robert W. Schroeder. However, he 
added, the cost would be between $2 
and $4 billion dollars. 
A spokesman for the Federal 
Aviation Administration said the 
agency favors an acoustic treatment 
on jet engines which would cost about 
$7 million.

Rudokas said the statue will be 
placed on the gravesite in what will be 
the new War Eagle Park atop a 250- 
foot bluff overlooking the Missouri and 
Big Sioux rivers. 
The park board contest was won by a 
Sioux resident. But the board liked

(Q) What should I do if I move before 
my refund comes? 
(A) Leave a forwarding address 
with the post office so that the refund 
can be delivered to your new address. 
Failure to do this has delayed the 
refunds of many taxpayers until a 
current address could be obtained. 
(Q) I got married last December. 
Can my wife and I file a joint return for 
1974? 
(A) Yes, if you are married on the 
last day of your tax year, the IRS 
considers you as married for the entire 
year. So, you can file a joint return 
with your wife for 1974, but neither of 
you can be claimed as a dependent on 
the return of another taxpayer. 
(Q) I rent out some land to a farmer 


nearby. Should I include the rent 
payments I receive as farm or rental 
income? 


(A) Report the rent payments you 
receive on your land as rental income 
on Schedule E and attach it to your 
Form 1040 when you file. Unless you 
materially participate in the business 
of farming, the rents you receive are 
not considered farm income. 


(Q) My wife and I are filing separate 
returns. Can I itemize while she takes 
the standard deduction? 


(A) No. Married couples filing 
separate returns must handle their 
deductions the same way. If one 
itemizes deductions, the other must 
also itemize. Married couples filing 
separately must also take the same 
type of standard deduction. If one 
takes the standard deduction, both 
must take it.

CINCINNATI, Ohio (A P)- Cin- 
cinnati Vice Mayor William Chenault 
will face trial Aug. 18 on charges of 
embezzlement and theft in office. 
The trial date was set Tuesday by 
Hamilton County Common Pleas 
Judge William S. Mathews. Mathews 
also disqualified himself from hearing 
the case citing his past friendship with 
Chenault. 


Nearly all communities with high 
levels of contamination get their 
drinking water from rivers. Of 25 cities 
listed with the lowest contamination, 
12 take their water from the Great 
takes and eight from deep wells. 
An EPA spokesman said the 
widespread use of chlorine to kill 
bacteria leads to formation of some of 
the organic chemicals. With the ex­ 
ceptions of chloroform and arsenic, the 
chemicals found should not be con­ 
sidered an immediate health hazard, 
the spokesman said. 
Chloroform is one of the chemicals 
being tested by the National Cancer 
Institute as a possible cause of cancer, 
but EPA officials stressed that there is 
no immediate cause for alarm. 
The survey concluded: “While trace 
organics in drinking water are an 
important problem, which deserves 
investigation, the situation today is not 
a crisis to be met with fear and 
precipitous action.” 
Chloroform was found in 95 per cent 
of the water tested. 
William Fairless, chief of EPA’s 
regional testing lab in Chicago, said 
the danger level of chloroform has not 
yet been evaluated. 
The Midwest survey supplements a 
national 80-city study whose results 
were announced last month by Russell 
Train, EPA director. He said drinking 
water in 79 of those 80 cities contained 
chemicals suspected of causing 
cancer. 
“ Over-all,” said Fairless, “the 
Midwest study did not produce 
anything exciting. But the results do 
outline some problems and give EPA a 
better idea of drinking water than we 
had before.” 
The discovery of arsenic levels up to 
2,000 parts per billion in water from 
two of 15 deep wells serving Kokomo, 
Ind., “really came as a surprise,” said 
Fairless. 
He said the EPA recommended a 
standard of 50 parts per billion for 
arsenic. The report said that, with 
proper treatm ent and blending, 
Kokomo has been able to maintain 
arsenic content at a safe level.

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Ryan, Angels Beat Yanks, 3-0

Nolan Ryan pitched nine innings, 
Jim Bibby pitched five and Ken 
Holtzman faced only one batter but all 
came away with victories Tuesday 
night. 
Ryan pitched six hitless innings and 
finished with his sixth career two- 
hitter in the California Angels’ 3-0 
victory over the New York Yankees. 
Bibby allowed singles to the first two 
batters and then knocked off the next 
15 in the Texas Rangers’ 5-0 triumph 
over the Milwaukee Brewers which 
was called in the fifth inning because 
of rain. 
And Holtzman, who had a 1-4 record 
in eight starts despite a fine 2.35 
earned run average, struck out Carl 
Yastrzemski to end a Boston rally in 
the fifth inning and was credited with 
the win in the Oakland A’s 0-5 triumph 
over the Red Sox when Joe Rudi’s tie- 
breaking home run in the bottom of the 
fifth made him the pitcher of record. 
Elsewhere in the American League, 
the B altim ore Orioles edged the 
Chicago White Sox 3-2, the Kansas City 
Royals outlasted the Detroit Tigers 8-7 
and the Cleveland Indians nipped the 
Minnesota Twins 3-2. 
Ryan flirted with a record-tying 
fourth career no-hitter until Bobby 
Bonds broke the spell with a leadoff 
single in the seventh, the Yankees’ 
only clean hit. Ryan, who joined 
Oakland’s Vida Blue and Don Sutton of 
I /os Angeles as the only seven-game 
winners in the majors, 
struck out 
seven and walked five. 
Doc Medich matched scoreless in­ 
nings with Ryan until he walked Bruce 
Bochte with two out in the sixth and 
Joe I^ahoud and Dave Chalk followed 
with singles for a 1-0 lead. An inning 
later, Tom Egan’s triple and singles by 
Morris Nettles and Bochte made it 3-0. 
Billy Smith lashed a two-run double in 
the eighth. 
Rangers 5, Brewers 0 
C esar Tovar and Jim Spencer 
cracked first-inning home runs off Jim 
Slaton to back Bibby’s pitching. A 
heavy thunderstorm hit 
Arlington 
Stadium with two out in the bottom of 
the fifth and the umpires called it after 
a one-hour, 31-minute wait. 
A's 9, Red Sox 5 
Rudi hit his fourth home run of the 
season in the fifth inning to break a AA 
tie and Billy Williams added a three- 
run shot in the seventh. Holtzman 
made a rare relief appearance and 
struck out Carl Yastrzemski, the only 
batter he faced, to halt a four-run 
Boston rally in the fifth, capped by 
Rick Burleson’s three-run double. 
Orioles 3, White Sox 2 
Tommy Davis’ run-scoring double in 
the fifth inning broke a 2-2 tie and the 
Orioles went on to end Jim Kaat’s two- 
season 12-game winning streak behind 
the four-hit pitching of Ross Grimsley.

Kansas City jumped on

LaGrow for five runs in the second 


inning, one on an off-the-roof homer by 
Tony Solaita, and survived a four-run 
Detroit rally in the ninth. Solaita. who 
singled home a run in the fourth, led off 
the second with his towering homer. 
KC sta rte r Al Fitzm orris was 
working on a two-hitter until the 
seventh when Nate Colbert hit a two- 
run homer. Pinch hitter Dan Meyer 
drilled a three-run homer off Doug 
Bird in the ninth.

PHILADELPHIA (AP) - Rookie 
Tom Underwood, bombed for six runs 
in his major league debut at Cin­ 
cinnati last year, got his revenge 
against the Reds Tuesday night by 
striking out nine batters for his second 
shutout of the season. 
“ Baseball’s not a game where you 
hold a grudge,” explained the left­ 
hander after the Philadelphia Phillies 
4-0 victory. 
“ But 
it’s very 
seir- 
satisfying to beat the Reds.” 
Fielders Mike Anderson and Garry 
Maddox preserved the shutout with 
outstanding plays, and Greg Luzinski 
smashed his seventh homer of the 
season. 
Joe Morgan led off for the Reds in 
the third with a deep shot into right 
field. But Anderson somehow caught 
up with it and trapped it in a desperate 
backhand leap against the fence. 
“When Morgan hit it, I was sure it 
was going out,” marvelled Underwood 
later. “It was a high slider, the same 
kind of pitch Morgan hit for a grand 
slam homer off me last year. I don’t 
know how Mike got there. I almost 
couldn’t watch.” 
Anderson later reached over a wire 
fence to grab a foul off Pete Rose when 
the bases were loaded. 
“It happens every time I pitch,” said 
the 21-year-old Underwood. “Usually it 
is the infielders who bail me out but 
those guys out there (the outfielders) 
can make leather pop, too.” 
Maddox literally outran a drive of 
Rose’s bat to left center and Larry 
Bowa made no effort to conceal his 
admiration. 
“I couldn’t believe the ball Maddox 
caught,” said Bowa. “ Rose hit it on the 
tradem ark and I didn’t think Garry 
had a ghost of a chance for it. But he 
just outran it.” 
The Phillies had little success 
against Reds’ pitcher Gary Nolan until 
the third inning when they used a 
break for their first run. Reds left- 
fielder Merv Rettenmund slipped on 
the wet field and a fly by Anderson fell 
for a triple. Dave Cash singled to right 
to score the Phillies first run. 
Luzinski’s homer came in the fourth 


when he reached out for a 3-2 pitch and 
slammed it to the 
base of the 
scoreboard in left center field. Cash, 
Bowa, and Mike Schmidt also picked 
up RBI’s. 
Anderson added another run, and in 
the sixth inning Maddox walked, stole 
second and came in on a single by Sch­ 
midt 
“There was no revenge motive or 
anything like that,” said Underwood, 
whose worse moment came in the 
fourth inning when the Reds collected 
three singles and a base on balls. 
“It was nice to do a good job against 
a team like the Reds after what they 
did to m e,” he added.

Sportsm en Fight For Fee Interest 


COLUMBUS, 
Ohio 
(A P )-A n 
estimated $450,000 a year in Ohio 
sportsmen’s license fee money is being 
spent illegally, a lawsuit to be filed in 
Columbus this week will charge. 
The action seeks to halt the practice 
and recover an estimated $6 million 
allegedly misspent by state treasurers 
since 1949. 
The Wildlife legislative Fund, a 
recently chartered group which Is 
filing the lawsuit in Franklin County 
Common Pleas Court, said it was 
prepared to press its claim to the 
Supreme Court if necessary. 
In dispute is the interest on fishing, 
hunting and trapping license fees, said 
Jim Hanson, legal counsel to the in­ 
dependent, nonprofit legislative fund, 
which has headquarters at 50 W. Broad 
St., Columbus. 
I^w s enacted in 1949 state that “no 
funds derived from hunting, fishing 
and trapping licenses shall be spent for 
anything other than hunting, fishing 
and trapping purposes” as defined by 
the state. 
The Division of Wildlife is financed 


almost exclusively by sportsmen’s 
fees, Hanson said. 
Annual Income from the fees is 
routinely turned over to the state 
treasurer for investing until allocated 
to the division, usually about a year 
later. 
In terest from the investm ents, 
however, since 1949 has been deposited 
in the state’s general fund for non­ 
wildlife use, Hanson said. 
Hanson 
contended 
the 
law ’s 
stipulation that the “no funds derived 
from” refers both to license fees and 
the interest they generate. 
“Common sense tells you that,” he 
said. 
“Why should sportsmen 
be 
charged a special fee that is used for 
some purpose over which they have no 
control and for which they already are 
taxed?” 
Hanson also argued the legal point 
that license fees are held in trust by the 
state treasurer, who acts as trustee on 
behalf of the wildlife division. 
It is common law intepretation that 
interest on trust funds is part of the 
principal and, therefore, must be used

for purposes specified by the trust, he 
said. 
Jam es Glass, 
chairman of the 
Wildlife legislative Fund, said his 
group turned to the courts when it 
became obvious that three bills to limit 
interest use to wildlife spending are 
going nowhere in the General Assem­ 
bly. 


Hanson does not expect a common 
pleas court hearing for several 
months. Appeals are almost certain, 
he said, and that process would take 
much longer, barring an out-of-court 
settlement which appears unlikely at 
this time. 


“This is not one of those things 
where the sportsman is asking for 
something for nothing,” Hanson said. 


“The sportsman is paying for the 
wildlife programs of the state and 
everybody benefits from various 
public recreation opportunities, en­ 
forcement of the stream litter laws and 
educational 
program s 
open 
to 
everybody,” he said. 
“Why should the sportsman pay for 
all that and be required to make ad­ 
ditional contributions to the state’s 
general fund on top of it?” Hanson 
asked.

AVOCADOS ARE VERSATILE 


The avocado is an unusual fruit. It isn’t sweet like most other fruits. Instead, 
it has a nut-like flavor and a rich, buttery texture. It doesn’t look like what 
we expect fruits to look like and it can be used in soups, appetizers, main 
dishes, salads and desserts. 
lf you have never tried an avocado this would be a good week to buy one. 
Avocados are being featured in our produce departments this week. 
Avocados are picked at maturity, but are not allowed to soften on the tree. 
To test for full ripeness, hold the avocado in the palm of your hand and 
press gently. Don’t pinch avocados because they bruise easily, lf the avocado 
gives” it is ready to eat. Avocados shouldn’t be eaten until they are soft. 
Don’t refrigerate avocados until they are soft. Leave them at room tempera­ 
ture until they are soft. A whole, ripe avocado can be stored in the refrigerator 
for more than a week. 
Since avocados discolor quickly sprinkle with lemon juice, a weak solution 
of cider vinegar or a commercial product designed to prevent fruit from 
darkening when preparing them . Avocados contain about 12 percent of the 
Recommended Dietary Allowance (R D A ) for Vitamin C and 14 percent 
for men and 7.8 percent for women of the RDA for iron. 
The most familiar avocado dish is guacamole, a Mexican dip. Use a very 
soft avocado in this guacamole recipe. 


1 Large Ripe Avocado 
I Clove Garlic, Crushed 
2 Teaspoons Lemon Juice 
2 Tablespoons Mayonnaise 
I Teaspoon Chili Powder 
Salt 


Peel avocado and remove seed. Mash pulp completely. Add lemon juice and 
mix well. Add chili powder, garlic and mayonnaise. Season with salt to taste. 
Serve with corn chips or crackers.

“ In our new super sophisticated 
society,” said Essex, “ we have ren­ 
dered millions unemployable. We have 
some things to redesign in education. 
Our present educational methods are 
no longer adequate to train our young 
people for the futrue, and for jobs. 
Vocational education, as we have it in 
Ohio, 
is 
part of the 
massive 
redesigning.” 
Theat’s how Dr. Martin Essex, State 
Superintendent of Education, summed 
up the position of vocational education 
in Ohio today. He was talking to more 
than 150 Fairfield-Lancaster in­ 
dustrial, 
business, 
civic 
and 
agricultural leaders during a recent 
breakfast 
at 
the 
Buccaneer 
Restaurant in l^ancaster. 
Commenting on the mandate of the 
State legislature that every school 
district in Ohio must provide minimum 
vocational education standards by 
next September I or bus students to 
adjoining counties, he said: “ I 
question whether you want to see your 
vocational 
education 
students 
assigned to other districts.” 
Fairfield is one of only several 
counties in the entire state which does 
not have at least one joint vocational 
school. Voters in the primary election 
this coming June 3 will be asked to 
approve a 3.8 mill, seven-year multi­ 
purpose levy to build and operate such 
a school to be located off Route 37 in 
the northeast section of I Lancaster, 


close to the center of the county’s 
population. The state of Ohio would 
pay 50 per cent of the total construction 
and operation cost. 
Students of Fairfield ’s school 
districts have already been assigned to 
adjoining county schools in the event 
voters reject the levy. liberty Union, 
Walnut 
and 
Bloom-Carroll 
are 
assigned to Newark (licking County), 
Fairfield Union and Beme Union to 
Nelsonville (Athens County) and 
Amanda-Clearcreek to Kingston 
(Ross-Pickaway County). 
This assignment means: the Fair­ 
field School District pays its own 
money to bus students daily back and 
forth to the adjoining counties; pays 
the adjoining counties a “catch up” fee 
to pay for the buildings and equipment 
they’ve already got in operation; and 
pays these counties a continuous fee 
for instruction and for maintenance 
and operation of the adjoining schools. 
Failure to pass the levy, or refusal to 
bus students to adjoining counties 
brings a final alternative. The State 
Department of Education will simply 
cut off all state monies to our local 
schools, thus essentially closing our 
school systems. With 93 per cent of the 
school districts in the state already 
meeting 
standards, 
the 
Ohio 
Legislature passed its mandate to give 
students of the non-complying seven 
per cent (including Fairfield) the 
same educational opportunities.

Dountz discussed the “ Neighborhood 
Watch Program” , a program designed 
to get the public involved in helping 
deter crime. 
Main points of the program are: 
1. Check suspicious cars in the 
neighborhood, record license number 
and telephone the appropriate law 
enforcement agency; 
2. Keep a record of model and serial 
numbers and identifying marks on 
personal property; 
3. During vacations notify law en­ 
forcement agencies so they can check 
your home while you’re away; stop 
mail and newspaper deliveries; make 


arrangements to keep your lawn 
mowed. A house that looks deserted is 
a perfect target for burglary experts.

City, County 
To Receive Money 


The City of Circleville will receive 
$344.78 and Pickaway County $12,500 in 
the May distribution of $6,762,553.46 in 
I/jcal Government Fund money, ac­ 
cording to State Auditor Thomas E. 
Ferguson. 
Under the fund formula, the counties 
receive eleventh-twelfths of the 
amount while the municipalities divide 
the remaining one-twelfth. 
The money is derived monthly by 
taking 3.5 per cent of the previous 
month’s collections of the state income 
tax, state sales tax and state cor­ 
poration tax. 
In April, the month used for the May 
distribution, the state collected 
$94,393,380.31 in corporation taxes, 
$68,253,874.09 in sales taxes and 
$30,569,355.47 in income taxes.

that we’re $140 million short and now 
you want to go ahead and spend ad­ 
ditional money on athletics. 
“ Jaskulski proposed the ban after an 
auditor’s report showing that all state- 
assisted schools lost money last year 
on their intercollegiate sports pro­ 
grams except Ohio State and Toledo. 
“ If that language stays, inter­ 
collegiate athletics are out at the small 
university,” Rep. Patrick A. Sweeney, 
D-6 Cleveland, told his colleague from 
Cuyahoga County. 
“ This kind of 
repressive language should not—in the 
1975 budget—prevail.” 
The ban was removed by a vote of 58- 
37. 
The House also accepted by voice 
vote an amendment sponsored by Rep. 
William G. Batchelder, R-93 Medina, 
to increase the National Guard’s ap­ 
propriation by $2.39 million, resorting 
it to the level proposed by Rhodes. 
One other minor GOP amendment 
was approved, but a total of nine 
minority-backed 
changes 
were 
rejected. 
Democrats voted favorably on six 
changes of their own, aimed at 
bolstering the package.
